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Federal officials say 
plan to target Obama, 
others disrupted

WASHINGTON Law enforcement agents have 
broken up a plot by two neo-Nazi skinheads 
to assassinate Democratic presidential candi- 
date Barack Obama and shoot or decapitate 
black people, the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
Firearms and Explosives said Monday 

In court records unsealed Monday in U.S. 
District Court inJackson,Tenn., federal agents 
said they disrupted plans to rob a gun store and 
target a predominan tly African-American high 
school in a murder spree that was to begin in 
lennessee. Agents said the skinheads did not 
identify the school by name, 

Jim Cavanaugh, special agent in charge of 
ATF's Nashville field office, said the two men 
planned to kill 88 people, including 14 African- 
Americans by beheading. The numbers 88 and 
14 are symbolic in the white supremacist com- 
munity 

The men also sought to go on a national kill- 
ing spree after the lennessee murders, with 
Obama as its final target, Cavanaugh told The 
Associated Press. 

'*They said that would be their last, final 
act — that they would attempt to kill Sen. 
Obama,” Cavanaugh said, ^^Thcy didn't believe

they w^ould be able to do it, hut that they would 
get killed tryang.” 

An Obama spokeswoman traveling with the 
senator in Pennsylvania had no immediate com- 
ment. 

The men, Daniel Cowart, 20, of Bells, lenn., 
and Paul Schlesselman itS, of Helena-West 
Helena, Ark., are being held without bond. 
Agents seized a rifle, a sawed-off shotgun and 


SYMBOLIC NUMBERS 

The numbers 14 and 88 are symbols in 
skinhead cuiture^ referring to a T4-word phrase 
attributed to an imprisoned white supremacist: 
"'We must secure the existence of our people 
and a future for white children" and to the 
eighth letter of the alphabet, H. Two m or "H”s 
stand for^'Heil Hitler,” 

three pistols from the men when they w^ere 
arrested. Authorities alleged the two men were 
preparing to break into a gun shop to steal 
more. 

The tw^o men were arrested Oct. 22 by the 
Crockett CountjClFnn., SherifPs Office. '‘Once 
we arrested the defendants and suspected 
they had violated federal law^, we immediately 
contacted federal authorities,” said Crockett 
County She riff Troy Klyce. 

For the Obama plot, legal documents show" 
Cowart and Schlesselman ^^planned to drive 
their vehicle as fast as they could to^yard Obama 
shooting at him from the windows.” 

'‘Both individuals stated they would dress in 
all w^hite tuxedos and w^ear top hats during the 
assassination attempt,” the court complaint 
states. “Both individuals further stated they 
knew they w"Guld and were willing to die during 
this attempt,” 

The court documents say the two men met 
about a month ago on the Internet and found 
common ground in their shared “white power” 
and “skinhead” philosophy

adjoining room and looked at a video monitor 
showing the boys bee. 

The toll was inescapable: The Oscar-wdnning 
actress had lost her mother, her brother and 
now her nephew ro a murderous rampage . 
Even as the family gathered to answer one 


painful question, |X)lice searched the Chevrolet 
Suburban to answer others. 

Officers questioned William Balfour, 27, 
the estranged husband of Julian's mother, on 
Friday night, but he stopped talking when 
police suggested he take a polygraph, law 
enforcement sources said Balfour has not 
been charged in the murders. 

While the sources sav'^ Balfour remains the 
focus of the investigation, the motive remains 
murky Police say there have been ongoing 
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cli?iputes between him and his estranged wife, 
Julia Hudson, and her family. 

Hudson’s mother and brother had throwm 
him out of the house in the past, sources said. 
Julia Hudson also told police that Balfour had 
threatened the family. A source said Balfour told 
Hudson he would kill her if he found out she had 
a boyfriend, despite the fact that he had other 
girlfriends. 

In yet another incident, stmrees say Julia 
Hudson arrived Friday morning at Sunrise 
Bus Company on payday and discovered her 
\vagcs had been garnished because of unpaid 
car payments. Sources said Balfour had taken 
her car months earlier but promised to make 
the payments on the vehicle. After seeing her 
pay stub, Julia complained to Balfour about the 
unpaid bills over the phone, sources said. 

Police believe Balfour then went to Hudson’s 
family’s home, where he shot through the front 
door, striking Hudson’s brother, Jason Hudson. 
Hudsons mother, Darnell Donerson, came into 
the living room, screaming, and Balfour shot 
her as well, law enforcement sources sakl. Shell 
casings also were found in the child’s room, but 
there w^cre no other signs ofviolence there. Much 
of the account of what police believe happened 
that day came from an interview with a girlfriend 
of Balfour’s, sources said. 

The sources also said that Balfour’s girlfriend 
ctjntradicted his alibi and said she told police 
that he was involved in the murders. 

Police have not ruled out the possibiLity that 
more than one person was involved, though 
Supt. Jody Weis said Monday that Balfour was 
currently their only ^*pcrson of interest.” 

Julian King was found slumped over in the 
back seat of the Suburban on Monday morning 
and had been shot in the head. A bullet w^as 
found lodged in the vehicle, leading detectives 
to believe he had been shot in the vehicle. 

On Sunday morning, officials transferred 
Balfour to Stateville Correct ional Center, 
saying because he was a suspect in the murders, 
he violated conditions of parole for a 1999 
conviction for attempted murder. 

Julian was found Monday morning on the West 
Side after a tiny dog named Pil Man howled and 
barked at an unfamiliar white SUV parked In the 
1300 block of South Kolin Avenue. 

The Chihuahua s reaction drew the attention 
of his owner, John Louden. The SUV marched 
the description of one police had sought in the 
killings since Friday It remains unclear if police 
had canvassed the block, but some neighbors say 
they saw the SUV since Friday But no one called 
police before xMonclay 

Louden, 75, went inside and told his wife 
Lynnctte. Neighbors said the pace of drug 
dealing nearby often brought strange cars to the 
block. But %vhen the Loudens saw^ the Chevrolet 
Suburban’s license plate numbers appear on TV, 
Lynnctte called 911. 

''The first thing 1 thought,” she said, *'was 
'Lord, don’t let the baby he in there.’”

THE 7-YEAR-OLD VICTIM

iViostly, what comes across in the photographs is innocence. 

Round-cheeked and good-natured, Julian preferred reading 
and hanging out with his grandmother to playing outside, Julia 
LIudson said while making a plea for his return. She called him 
a “sensitive cliild” who “doesn’t like to get hollered at.” 

On the MySpacc site of his famous aunt, Jennifer Fludson, 
the actress describes her mother and nephew as inseparable 
underneath one photo, and under another — of the boy sprawled 
across his grandmother’s back — she says, "Julian and my mother, 
that’s how close they were.” 

A parent wKo chaperoned a school field trip to the zoo recalls 
Julian as a quiet boy w^ho clung nearer to the adults than the 
other children did. 


Julian had been missing three days when students arrived 
AJonday morning at Gunsaulus Scholastic Academy Principal 
Amy Kotz said teachers were trying their best to maintain the 
routine of the school day. 

“Julian is a child who was very much loved,” Kotz said. “He 
was a very sweet and gentle child.” 

Elba Pluas, assistant principal for the magnet school, said 
children wi^ere very concerned about their classmate and offered 
suggestions on how^ to find him, I hat was, of course, be fore they 
learned the search was over. 

The body ofjulian, fatally shot in the head, w^as found Alonday 
slumped in the back seat of a white Suburban, about 72 hours 
after a gunman killed his grandmother and uncle inside the 
family’s Englewood home. 

“We had been praying that it would not come to this,” said 
Rev. Krista Alston, a cousin of Julian’s. 

Julian would have been in school Friday but it was a staff 
development day “He was always happy and saying hi to 
everybody” said Sharita Dickey a family friend. “This is the 
w^orst thing. How am 1 going to explain to my kids someone 
they played with has been killed?” 

A lot of people were wTcstling with such feelings. Leaving a 
stuffed coy in front of the home, Rodell Zone, 28, of Gary said: 
“It’s a shame to take the life of a kid; he hadn’t even lived his 
life yet.” 



THE PERSON OF INTEREST 

Many faces of William Balfour

During his brief marriage to Julia 
Eludson, William Balfour seemed 
to embrace the role of stepdad. 

He declared himself a "proud 
parent” on AlySpace and 
decorated his page with photos 
of a smiling Julian King. The boy 
also is mentioned in a seven-line 
autobiography Balfour wrote for the 
social networking site. 

On their Englewood block, the 
two often could be seen walking to 
the park or enjoying barbecues on 
the front lawn. Balfour, 27, helped 
support his fledgling family with 
money he earned as a Cosi baker 
and frequently indulged his stepson 
with boys-only trips to Popeyes and 
AlcDonald’s, neighbors say 

Balfour’s affection seemed so genuine that friends and 
relatives struggle to reconcile the involved stepfather with the 
man authorities call a "person of interest” in the y-year-old boy’s 
homicide. Authorities believe Julian’s shooting death is linked to 
the Friday slayings of his grandmother, Darnell Donerson, and 
his uncle, Jason Hudson. 

“The guy they’re talking about is nothing like the guy 1 knew/’ 
neighbor Ante Aioorc said. "I’m not saying he was a saint, but I 
do kno'w that he w^as trying to turn his life around.” 

Police named Balfour as a suspect in an Amber Alert released 
Friday He currently is at Statesville Correctional Center in 


Joliet; authorities say he violated his parole by becoming a 
murder suspect. 

Balfour’s criminal rap sheet dates back at least a decade. 
Court records show Balfour was arrested in 1998 after police 
spotted him driving a stolen vehicle. They tried to pull him over 
near the 6900 block of South Yale Avenue — about a block from 
the Hudson family home — but Balfour stopped the car and fied, 
according to court records. 

Balfour was out on bond when a man saw Balfour breaking 
into his brand-new Chevrolet Suburban on Nov. 29, 1998, and 
ran outside to stop him, court records show, Balfour, then 17, 
drove off with the man hanging from the roof rack. 

As police followed, Balfour drove through alleys, front yards, 
through a police barricade and onto the Dan Ryan Expressway — 
all with the victim clinging to the vehicle, records indicate. He 
eventually crashed into a telephone pole and fled. 

I’he victim suffered burns from fallen electrical wires as well 
as other injuries. 

Balfour was sentenced to seven years in prison after pleading 
guilty to attempted murder and car hijacking in September 1 999. 
He was released in ±May 2006, returned to the neighborhood 
where he grew up and reconnected with Julia Hudson, one of 
the three Hudson siblings he had known while attending Yale 
Elemencarv School. 

She was a single mother who drove a school bus, lived with 
her mother and depended on her relatives to help care for Julian, 
Balfour, who calls himself “Flex” for his chiseled physique, was 
smitten with the Rubenesque Eludson, who is four years his 
senior, his mother said. 

"He was in love with Julia,” Alichele Balfour said. "And Julia 
loved him.”

It’s been a year of hope and hype, despair and 
denials in the search for missing suburban moth- 
er Stacy Peterson. Bur no answers. 

On Tuesday the anniversary of Peterson’s 
disappearance will be marked much the same 
way ir began: Her family members will hold a 
candlelight vigil and her husband will be in New 
York — again — telling a national T V audience he 
had nothing to do with her disappeai'ance. 

“1 Ve been always trying to get my story out,” 
Drew Peterson said in a telephone interview 
from his New York 
hotel, where he and his 
attorney, Joel Brodsky, 
were staying before 
his appearance on the 
“Today” show 

From the beginning, 
the case has played 
nut like a made-for-TV 
movie. 

TTie mysterious disap- 
pearance of the young, 
attractive woman — the 
23-year-old fourth wife 
of a police officer 30 
years her senior — drew a 
small army of TV trucks 
that camped for weeks 
outside the Bolingbrook 
house where the couple had lived with their two 
young children and twx) of Drew Peterson’s chil- 
dren from a previous marriage. 

Authorities quickly called Peterson a suspect 
in his wife’s disappearance and said it was a possi- 
ble homicide. T hen they said the bathtub drown- 
ing of Peterson’s thirti wife, Kathleen Savio, in 
2004 might not have been an accident. After 
exhuming Savin’s body they labeled her death a 
homicide but did not name a suspect. 

In a statement to mark the one-year anniversa- 
ry Will County State’s Attorney James Glasgow 
called the investigations “highly productive.” 

“1 fully expect there to be a resolution in at 
least one of these investigations in the near 
future,” he wrote, but would not elaborate. 

Pamela Bosco, a longtime family friend who 
has been acting as an unofficial family spokes- 
woman, said some decided that taking part in 
Tuesday night’s vigil would be too difficult, par- 
ticularly for Stacy Peterson’s sister, Cassandra 
Cales. 

“This one-vear, it really hits home,” she said. 
“1 think we’d rather dn something in private. We 
can let our tears go then.”

Burge pleads 
innocent in 
torture case

Dramatic rescue 
from scaffolding 


Iwo workers were in critical condition 
Monday after scaffolding on the side of a 
River North building collapsed, leading to 
a dramatic mid-day rescue. 

Michae! Fox, chief of Special Operations 
for the Chicago Fire Department, said more 
than 50 firefighters worked to save the two 
men, one of whom was pinned against the 
building seven stories above the ground, and 
a second who managed to climb on top of 
the building. 

We just don^t know how he did it/^ Fox 
said. The men had been doing masonrj' 
work on top of the building. 

Fox said at about 11 a,m,, the depart- 
ment received a call that scaffolding had 
collapsed, and a man was trapped. Rescue 
workers found one of the men hanging on 
the side of the roof of 'Fhc Adlake Building, 
320 W. Ohio St, 

The man^s arm appeared to be trapped 


underneath a piece of scaffolding and his 
feet were resting on a piece of the building 
under renovation. 

Fox said workers at a neighboring build- 
ing under construction allowed firefighters 
to use their crane to help rescue the men. It 
took firefighters more than an hour to free 
the pinned man. Both were given intrave- 
nous fluids and oxj^gen while rescue person- 
nel worked. 

The man who had been trapped was 
bloodied and his head bandaged, hut the 
worker appeared to give a thumbs up sign 
to media members gathered at the build- 
ing. 

Both workers suffered significant blood 
loss and major head trauma and w^erc taken 
to Northwestern Memorial Fox said. Fie 
said he did not know the men’s ages or 
names. Fox said the cause of the collapse is 
under investigation. 


A former Chicago police commander pleaded 
not guilty Monday to lying about police tor- 
ture of murder suspects, then was escorted 
out of the federal courthouse — apparently 
through a basement tunnel — to avoid an 
angiy^ crowd outside. 

Jon Burge appeared at a brief hearing before 
LLS. District Court Judge Joan Fluniphrey 
Lefkow, where his 
attorney Richard 
Beukc, entered a not 
guilty plea on his 
behalf to perjury and 
obstruction- of- jus- 
tice charges. 

Burge, 6q, was 
arrested last week at 
his home in Apollo 
Beach, Fla,, on charges that he lied under oath 
on written questions in a civil rights lawsuit 
when he denied he knew about or took part 
in the torture of suspects to get confessions 
during the 1970.S and ’80s, 

About two dozen people milling around 
the front of the courthouse chanted, ‘^Burge 
must serve time! Burge must serve time!” 

Civil rights lawyers and critics of the police 
department long have accused Burge and 
detectives who served under him of beating 
and kicking individuals they were interrogat- 
ing, as well as using electric shocks to force 
them to confess. 

Iwo court-appointed special prosecutors 
found two years ago that scores of black sus- 
pects were tortured at the South Side's Area 2 
detective headquarters that Burge command- 
ed, but said it took place so long ago torture 
charges cannot be brought now. 

Burge was fired by the city in 1993. 

Lefkow set Burgees trial for May 11, 
although both sides said that was tentative. 
She excused Burge, Avho is free on $250,000 
bond, from attending a Nov 19 status hearing 
in the case after Beuke pointed out that the 
flight to Chicago from Florida is expensive. 



Details emerge for election-night rally 


T he head of Chicago's Office of Emergency 
Management and Communications said 
Monday that the city anticipated an election 
night rally for Democratic presidential candi- 
date Bai ack Obama would be smaller than the 
lastc of Chicago— but with “a tighter security 
buffer.”

We spend an epic 
weekend tackling 
3 recipes from the 
new Aiinea cookbook 


By M. Kathleen Pratt 

I’m standing in the middle of my kitchen, 
sweating, while niy blender whirs menac- 
ingly and the dog paces nervously around the 
living room. 1 don^t know what to do next. 1 
don’t know why 1 can’t get my methylccllu- 
lose to work. Actually 1 don’t even know what 
methylcellulose is. But I do know this: Grant 
Achatz is superhuman. 

Achatz, the chef of Allnea (1723 N. Halstcd 
St, 312-^67-0110), docs what Tm doing — or 
rather, what Tm attempting to do— five 
nights a week. And he does it dozens of times 
over, for dozens of people who pay hundreds 
of dollars to dine in his world-renowned res- 
taurant. 

Iwo weeks ago, Achatz released a 396 -page 
cookbook, “Aiinea,” containing recipes for 


107 dishes he’s served at the restaurant since 
it opened in 200 y d'he book is gorgeous, filled 
with glossy photos and eloquent essays. It is 
also, at this moment, my undoing. 

An Aiinea meal consists of 13 or 26 courses. 
Each one demands scientific precision, with 
ingredients measured to the exact gram and 
temperatures controlled to the degree. 1 am 
attempting to create just three courses from 
the Aiinea cookbook, and any delusions 1 
had of precision disappeared hours ago when 
I rinsed a handful of salted peanuts in cold 
water to approximate the unsaJted peanuts 1 
couldn’t find at Whole; Foods, 

Things started off well enough. Earlier in 
the week, Ed contacted Achatz through his 
business partner, Nick Kokonas, and told him 
my plan. Em a decent cook, but 1 knew' Ed 
he in over my head with recipes that called 
for ingredients with names like Ultra-Tex 3 
and Methocel F50. Would Achatz be on call 
in case 1 got stuck? He agreed: Ed get three 
calls to the Aiinea kitchen any time Sunday 
afternoon. 

Early d'hurs day morning, 1 start shopping. 
Soon, the more esoteric ingredients in the

book will be available at post modern pantry, 
com. For now, Tm left to my own devices. 
With help from the message boards at 
alinea-mosaic.com, the book’s interac- 
tive component, 1 find two online stores, 
EHpicerie and Chef Rubber, that stock 
what I need. Shipping kills me. 1 shell 
out S 164. 84 for the culinary equivalent of a 
chemistry set.

Other ingredients require some legwork, 
but at least they’re available in Chicago. On 
Friday after work, 1 pick up some citric acid 
at the Spice House {1512 N. Wells St. 312-274- 
037K) in Old Town. On Saturday morning I 
cruise down to Beverly to Cakewalk Chicago 
(1741 99th St. 773-233-7335), 

the only place in the entire city 
where 1 could find powdered glu- 
cose. On my way home, i swing 
by Gepperth^ Meat Market (1964 
N. Halsted St. 773-549-3883) in 
Lincoln Park for a duck breast and ftne gras. 

By 2:45 pmi. Sunday my foie gras is prepped 
and my duck is brining in, among other 
things, juice IVe extracted from a whole pine- 
apple using mostly my bare hands — it was just 
too much for my little Braun Citromatic to 
handle. In less barbaric fashion, iVe roasted 
a butternut squash, deep-fried 16 pumpkin 
seeds and dusted them in homemade curiy^ 
salt, coated [50 grams of peanuts in cayenne 
glaze, and made 210 grams of caramel base 
that will eventually combine with some- 
thing called tapioca maltodextrin to become 
dessert. 

Then things started to unravel. Late Friday, 
Fd brewed cinnamon tea that would — God 
and Grant Ac hat z willing — meld with a white 


powder called Alethocel F50 to create cinna- 
mon puffs rd fill with foie gras and seal with 
bits of apple candy. But the next part of the 
recipe calls for several things 1 don’t have: 
an immersion blender, a siUcone mat and a 
dehydrator. IVe got about S40 worth of foie 
gras seasoned with Himalayan pink salt chill- 
ing in the fridge, and I’m not about to risk 
it on an equipment malfunction. 1 reach for 
the phone. 

'^Rhymes with rackets,’’ 1 mumble to 
myself while it rings, though mispronouncing 
Achatz s name is really the least of my worries 
at this point. 

“Alinea kitchen,” says the guy who picks 
up. It s Achatz himself, and 1 
get the impression this is the 
easiest question he’s had all 
day In lieu of an immersion 
blender, he says, just put the 
stuff in a regular blender and 
then transfer it to a mixer. To simulate a sili- 
cone mat, spray some wax paper with cooking 
spray and wipe it down to remove any residual 
spray Instead of a dehydrator, set the oven to 
its lowest setting anti stick a couple of damp 
dish towels in the door to bring it down to the 
desired 150 degrees. 

“OK, 1 think I’m set,” 1 say. ** Hopefully i 
won’t have to bother you again.” 

But about 45 minutes later. I’m back on 
the phone. Tve been mixing for more chan 
15 minutes, and the puffs aren’t puffing. Not 
even a bit. 

After a round of questions — Did I measure 
everything to the exact gram? Did 1 bring 
the tea to a simmer.^ Docs my powder look 
more like fine sea sand or more like baking 


soda? — we determine that 1 pnibably bought 
the wrong kind of mcthylccllulose. lurns out 
there are several different kinds, and each 
reacts differently at different temperatures. 
1 might be able to get my methocel to work if 
I let die tea cool, Achatz explains, bur when 
1 put the puffs in the oven, they’d melt. In 
other words, I’m screwed. 

^'So what would you do at this point?” 1 
ask. 

“I’d make some crostini and do kind of like 
a tapenade,” he says. “Spread the foie gra.s on 
the crostini and put a cube of apple candy on 
top. 

I cry not to sound con defeated. “OK, then, 
that’s what Flldo.” 

1 save my third call for the culinar)?^ equiva- 
lent of the apocalypse, which I’m now cer- 
tain is dose at hand. But my luck changes, 
and I don’t need it. Aly duck tenderloin sears 
perfectly My candied lime zest curls grace- 
fully. My banana froth froths. Tm not patient 
enough to let my apple candy set, but since 
Foie Gras has become a different dish entire- 
ly 1 decide not to sweat it. At 8 p.m. Sunday, 
roughly 85 hours after 1 started the project, 
1 serve my first course to a small group of 
patient friends. 

The duck, though not neaily as pretty as 
the picture in my cookbook, is an undeniable 
hit. Dessert goes swimmingly And you know 
what? Foie gras and gooey apple candy cros- 
tini is a fairly impressive dish. Alinea should 
really consider it for the winter menu. If they 
call. I’ll gladly give up the recipe.

Gliding across the stage, crooning “come closer” over a driving beat, 
he manhandles the microphone stand like a modern-day James 
Brown.

Ne-Yo, the R&B triple-threat singer, performer and songwriter, 
is rocking a steel gray Tom Ford sharkskin suit, a silver tie cinched 
with a tie bar — and his trademark fedora.

The 29-yeai-old has been an 
up-and-coming name for years. 

Love songs are his stock in 
trade — he^s written a string of 
hit ballads, including ^'Takc a 
Low” for Rihanna, and is slated 
to work on Michael Jackson*s 
next album. But with the recent 
release of the aptly titled Year of 
the Gentleman,” Ne^o is step- 
ping into the spotlight in a whole 
new way — as a bona fide fashion 
plate, elevating the rules of style 
for the modern R&B set. 

Although female R&B artists 
often are some of the best dress- 
ers — Mary J. Blige comes to 
mind — male crooners are over- 
due for a sartorial boost. Long 
gone arc the days when Sam 
Cooke sang “Wonderful World” 
in a satin-lapeled suit and skinny tie and 
Marvin Gaye nimbly mixed Rastafarian 
hats with tuxedo jackets Tvhile asking 
“Whads Going On.” Since the 1980s, male 
R&B fashion has ranged from the nonde- 
script, in the vein of Luther V^andross and 
Brian Ale Knight, tt) gangs ter- light, a la 
R. Kelly and Boyz 11 JVlen, to downright 
goofy (paging Bobby Brown). 

Maybe that’s why Nc-Yo’s style is so 
steeped in the long-ago — the ’40s and 
’)Os, to be exact — “when music to me was 
its most real,” he said during a recent back- 
stage interview. 

“Back then, it meant something to be an 
entertainer,” he said. “You would sec the 
Rat Pack in a suit and tic, but if it wasn’t 
a suit and tie, it was a shirt with a collai’ — 


something mature. You were fly 24 hours 
a day seven days a week.” 

The singer is hardly ever without a hat. 
“Aly dad didn’t give me much, but he did 
give me his scre\^y hairline,” he noted, 
exposing his slightly balding pate. By day, 
he wears c^ne of his many Kangol news- 
boy caps; by night, he switches to shtirt- 
brimmed fedoras — cocked to the side, just 
like Oi’ Blue Hyes. 

Born in Arkansas as Shaf fer C, Smith, he 
was raised by a single mother in Las Vegas. 
The Smith clan was “by no means poor, 
but we weren’t rich,” said Ne-Yo, who lives 
in Atlanta. “However many jobs my mom 
had to have to make sure my sister and I 
didn’t need anything, she had.” 

Self-conscious about his hairline, he 


started wearing hats in high 
school. And now, Ne-Yo is so 
well-known for wearing fedo- 
ras, he’s in talks with a company 
to start his own hat line. 

“But I don’t want to just put 
my name on something,” he 
said. “1 have to find the time to 
be really involved.” 

Dressing up means donning 
a dark, well-cut suit from Paul 
Smith, Ibm Ford or Gucci. 

“It has to give you a man’s 
hourglass,” he said, “coming 
down to the waist and then 
coming out again ever so 
slightly at the hips and legs — 
accommodating all the natural 
curves.” (He flexed his biceps, 
cracking himself up.) 

When dressing casually, he 
still keeps things neat. And he’s walking 
the talk at present — wearing nicely pressed 
dark jeans and a cream-colored cashmere 
argyle sweater, topped hy a matching 
Kangol newsboy cap. “I put this little 
ensemble together myself,” he said. 

He likes collaborating with stylists — 
Alisha Rudolph of L.A. is hisgo-to for pub- 
lic appearances and photo shoots— but he 
won’t be domineered by them. 

“I like W'Orking with a stylist who under- 
stands that I’m an individual, so I’m going 
to have an opinion,” he said. 

“Aly clothes have to represent who 1 am. 
Because before you speak to me, 1 need 
you to know who 1 am. So that when you 
approach me, yc^u approach me in the way 
1 want you to.”

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New exercise guidelines focus on the clock

If you’ve been lax about your exercise routine and aren’t sure what you 
should be doing, new recommendations give adults and kids specifics 
on what they can do to reap important health benefits. 

Adults necti a minimum of 1V2 hours of moderate exercise per week, 
or one hour and 15 minutes of vigorous activity And kids should get an 
hour of activity per day, according to the Physical Activity Guidelines 
for Americans announced earlier this month. 

Those are the numbers the LLS. Department of Health and Human 
Services came up with after a Uvo-year process that included having 
a it-n^cmbcr advisory committee review scientific research on the 
effects of physical activity and health. 

“The flexibility that is built into guidelines is its strongest suit,” says 
Joe Moore, president and chief executive of the International Health, 
Racquet &: Sport sclub Association, which is helping HHS spread the 
word. 

^^The beauty of this is that you can look at the total hours people 
are active — whether they^re going to a health club, walking to work, 
climbing the stairs or doing any other activity they enjoy — and figure 
if it’s meeting the guidelines,” Aloore says. “The message is to find 
what you enjoy because research shows that you will stick with it.” 

“We are emphasizing these guidelines to our entire membership,” 
Moore says of the Racquet & Sportsclub Association. “We’re also hop- 
ing to see more schools adding physical education back in. 

“I'he important thing is to make sure children are doing some type 
of activity, to get off the couch, away from computer games and [go] 
outside.” 



GUIDELINES FOR ADULTS 

» 2/2 hours of moderate exercise weekly: walking briskly, 
water aerobics, ballroom dancing or gardening 
OR 

» 1 hour and 15 minutes of vigorous activity: racewalking, 
jogging or running, swimming laps, jumping rope and hiking 
uphill or with a heavy backpack. 

» Exercise in episodes of at least 10 minutes. 

» For greater benefits, increase to 5 hours a week of 
moderate intensity, or 2/2 hours of vigorous activity. 

» 2 days a week: Incorporate muscle-strengthening 
activities, such as weight training, push-ups, sit-ups and 
carrying heavy loads, or heavy gardening.

» 3 days^ strengthen bones with: jumping rope, running and 
skipping.

Tli<^ word “hacker^' olteii conjiu^es up images of socially challenged 
computer nerds huddled in rooms dimly lit by luminescent coniput- 
er monitors, tr\ijigtG break into tiie Pentagon's security network. 

While the idea of Angel inajolie trying to work her way into his 
network— a la her film “Mackers''— might send a few shi vers up a 
geek's sphiCj folks who know the true nature of hacking will tell you 
that the image isn’t all that accurate. 

And really not all hackers arc evildoers.

“The term 'hacker' isn't necessarily a good thing or a bad thing," 
computer securirv^ expert Don Donzal told me, ''[The definition of] 
a hacker is someboch^ that tinkers, \ouVe basically tinkering with 
something in order to make it do some tiling it wasn't originally 
intended to do, 


“\bu can hack a toaster; von can hack a cat. People hack cars all 
the time.’' 

Donzal said the term ha,s become synonymous with the negative 
characterizations created by Hollywood movies, so he is helping 
introduce a new term: ethical hacker. 

'An etliical hacker is someone v’lho uses the Siime tools and tech- 


niques as a hacker, but tor good," he said. “ITiat^s why weTe often 
called 'white hats’ ?ind the bad hackers are called 'black hatsf ” 


Being a white hat himself Donzal said ethical hackers are 
employed to find the holes in IT systems to help secure them from a 
black hat who would do the same thing— but to break in. Donzal said 
the majoritv" of w^orking black hats are employed ov'crseas by crime 
sjmdicates, making IT security in the LIS. aU the more important. 

To that end he has helped organize CihicagoCon, an event taking 
place thisvv'eek for information technology professiona ls. It includes 
a weeklong boot camp on IT systems security and triuiiing and con- 
cludes with a two-day cthicill hacking conJhrencc. 

At the conference, which begins Friday distinguished white hats 
from thrcjughout the industry will share their insights and experi- 
ence in improving security for computers and networks. 

In the U.S,, Donzal said, IT experts vvith a nose lor hacking com- 
puter systems stand ro profit more by serving compa nies as white 
hats who protect their systems tlian the black hats who break in. 

“Plackers are prole ssionals who are not only smarts [but also] make 
a lot more money than they would in the underground," he said. 

And nOj he said, they don't all look like Jolie in “Hackers. " elliott
